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WHY WAS THIS COIN ROLLED? by Lloyd E. Wagaxnan TEC #33 

Camby, Indiana 

I wonder how many collectors have ever given a thought to why 
certain coins were rolled. This article is not concerned with why 
a certain subject was chosen, but more with the thought as to how 
and to whom they would be distributed. I believed that from the be¬ 
ginning of elongated coins (1893) up until about 1963 elongated 
coins were rolled at about 95% for souvenirs and the remaining 5% as 
advertising pieces. It is my belief that since 1965, 75% of all 
elongated coins that were rolled with expectation or at least hopes 
of being disposed of in the market of collectors. If there was no 
collectors market at all, I doubt if the elongated coin production 
would exceed 25% of present figures. 

A small percentage of elongated coins are designed and rolled 
with the main target of sales being to souvenirs hunters. In most 
of these cases the machine is set up near a famous tourist attrac¬ 
tion, with the coin being designed as a souvenir of the attraction 
and the coin is rolled on the spot. Of course many of these rollers 
also look to the collector for sales, advertising their wares in 
coin and hobby publications. 

One group of elongated coins that I believe deserve specific 
mention are those that are rolled to be used as awards, convention 
badges, or membership coins. These are rolled by a variety of roll¬ 
ers and most were used by T.E.C. and other elongated clubs. Although 
these were rolled for the collector, most were not rolled with any 
sales in mind as most have been donated to the clubs with no profit 
what ever to the roller. 

I would like to point out a few different examples of my own 
productions. The very first two elongated coins I produced were the 
Indiana Sesquicentennial pieces of 1966. I was very much enthused 
with having obtained a rolling machine and knowing I could produce 
the rolled out souvenirs. At this point I was more concerned with 
making a nice souvenir of my home state sesquicentennial than I was 
with making something to sell to collectors. However sales to the 
souvenir people were very low and if it hadn't been for the added 
market to the collectors I would have lost considerably. Being new 
in the game, those first two dies came terribly expensive. However 
I got hooked on the hobby and decided if I could lower my die costs 
and also depend on the collector market I could make an entire State¬ 
hood Series. My die costs were lowered and the series was completed 
and although not really a profitable venture, I did not operate at a 
loss. However my point is that the series was made with sales to the 
collector in mind. 

Probably the second largest group of elongated coins would be 
those classed as advertising pieces or store cards. These could in¬ 
clude not only coins made for advertising a business, but also those 
issued by many coin clubs and other groups advertising or announcing 
a future date of a coin or other type shows. I believe this cate¬ 
gory should also include personal pieces of those who advertise they 
are a collector of certain material. There is also a great many 
personal pieces which should be considered as memorial pieces, which 
should include those which cause a metalic memorial to such things 
as births, deaths, weddings, anniversary, graduations or accomplish¬ 
ment of certain feats. Also in this group would be those naming a 
person or group along with a greeting such as Christmas or New Years. 
Holiday coins not naming a person or group should be considered as 
rolled primarily with the collector in mind.

I would like tp point out that there are specific coins which 
would have to he included in one of the above groups which had dif¬ 
ferent factors responsible for them having been rolled,. For example 
my early pieces which I called semi-elongated which would definately 
be in the group made especially for collectors might also be consid¬ 
ered as in a class of their own. It was an entirely new and original 
idea and a challenge to perfect. Another along this line was the 
1976 Calendar elongated coin. These were made with the collector in 
mind, but the challenge was so great I would have made them even if 
I had known none could be sold. I have several along this line and 
I'm sure most rollers do also. 

I recently rolled a coin which presently has not been released 
to the collectors, but which was rolled for a reason I believe is 
most unique. My son-in-law who lives in the Lake Erie marshland 
area at Port Clinton, Ohio is a small animal trapper, specializing 
in muskrat for the pelts. He received permission to trap on State 
owned property and one of the requirements necessary for this per¬ 
mission is that each trap be tagged with a metal tag bearing the 
name and address of the trapper. He asked me to make his tags and of 
course I made them as elongated cents. They have only his name, 
GEO. CTJTCHER with street address and PORT CLINTON, OHIO. I rolled 
175 pieces for him with all having been rolled long to provide a 
spot outside the border for a hole to be drilled in order to attach 
to the trap. I rolled 125 pieces at normal lenght which will be off¬ 
ered to the collectors when I release my next group of approvals. It 
would be my guess that over a period of time most of the long tailed 
holed pieces will be lost in the marshland and very few will ever 
find their way into a collection, but should you ever come across 
one you should readily determine if it is one I sold to a collector, 
or one that was used on a trap. 

In closing this article I would like to point out that regard¬ 
less of all the reasoning I've offered above that, anytime a roller 
offers his elongated coins for sale to the collectors very few would 
have been rolled if it wasn't for the collector. In other words in 
order to exist as a roller or a collector, we need each other. Sup¬ 
port our hobby and each other by your support of T.E.C.

After my wife Sally and I finished 
the April issue of the TEC NEWS, you f d 
think Sally would relax and take it easy.

Since early February Sally got some 
bright ideas for an anniversary P.N. Cover.

How she figured all this out T really do 
not know, but she decided she’d do every¬ 
thing herself. 

First of all I thought it would be a 
little easier to draw the flowers on one 
envelope and have the printer print more. 
Sally told me it costs just as much to 
have a few printed as it would more. So 
night after night I watched her draw the 
roses with pencil first, then go over it 
with a black marking pen. This was slow 
work, so she kept this up night after 
night until she had enough made for her¬ 
self. As I watched her art work progress¬ 
ing I shook my head saying, "if I didn’t see you do this I wouldn’t 
believe you did this yourself. Believe me she really did a beauti¬ 
ful job and I myself know I could never do something like that. 

After she had enough envelopes made, she started hand painting 
the roses. Now the painting takes time and easy does it all the way. 
One slip of your brush and you’d spoil the envelope. Sometimes she 
would use only one color and let it dry and then start on another 
color. This takes time and a lot of patience. As she was painting 
the envelope Sally put another piece of paper in the envelope just 
in case the paint went thru. So you had to remember what you were 
doing at all times. 

Now when you use the oil base paints you must dry the envelopes 
very good and this could take two or three weeks as Sally's did. So 
for a few days Sally had envelopes all around the living room. Where 
ever you looked you saw roses of all different colors. By now Sally 
was getting good at this and was trying out other ideas. She was so 
busy at times I had to ask her if it was alright to talk to her. So 
busy was my gal Sal. _ 

Now you can type "HAPPY ANNIVERSARY" on the envelope before you 
paint, or like Sally did after she painted them. She had to figure 
out exactly where to start typing or one mistake and you’ve ruined 
the envelope. This is what I meant, it would have been easier to 
draw one and let the printer print some more. With Sally she had to 
do it the hard way and do every envelope herself. There is a trick 
you cun use and all the envelopes will come out looking very nice as 
Sally’s did. 

When the envelopes were dried and I thought what a nice job she 
did, Sally decided to add on to the roses. So night after night my 
gal Sal added on more leaves to the roses and painted them. This 
again took a lot of hours to finish all the envelopes.

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SOME DATA ABOUT THE HOUSE OP ELONGATEDS 

"by Lee Martin, N.L.G. TEC #129 
Beaumont, California. 

The House of Elongateds actually had its formative years as ear¬ 
ly as 1968 when Lee Martin created the artwork for Warren Bunge's 
elongated coins. With this technical background, Lee became inter¬ 
ested in the creative side of the hobby. Numerous suggestions for 
elongated coin subjects were activated by Bob Gamson and Claude 
Thomas in their LCS or Lido Coin Shop releases. Ultimately, Claude 
purchased the machine from Bob and Lee purchased Warren Bunge's ma¬ 
chine. Claude and Lee then formed a partnership under the House of 
Elongateds banner. All dies owned by the prior companies went into 
the House of Elongateds stockpile. Because of extensive travel by 
Thomas to Lee's Beaumont office, it was agreed that Lee would pur¬ 
chase Claude's share of the business. An amicable business relation¬ 
ship ended. 

Ron Chatham agreed to etch dies and handle the mailing in return 
for a partnership with Lee. Lee continued to do the artwork, al¬ 
though suggestions were welcomed from readers and a prize stretched 
quarter given to those whose suggestions were accepted. 

Many collectors indicate they would like to own elongated ma¬ 
chines and become rollers. The price is often inflated for machines, 
but jewelers' rolling mills are available from wholesale jewelry sup¬ 
ply houses. Their purpose is to stretch metal. They range in price 
from $150. to $750. and they will make excellent elongated machines. 
Some reajustment is necessary to allow dies to be easily interchang¬ 
ed. However, this warning must be stressed: The most difficult part 
of the hobby is creation of the dies. Owning a machine can be very 
discouraging if fees from $35. to $100. per die must be paid. It is 
difficult to break even and profits are rarely achieved when costs 
are high. 

The House of Elongateds produced more than four hundred dies 
during its life and was sold to a Mr. Kantor of Chicago. He is the 
owner of a large vending machine company and paid $5,000.00 for the 
purchase of the two elongated machines and all dies. The dies all 
have a dot added to the field. Credit for the suggestion goes to 
Angelo Rosato and Gus Meccarello. Collectors owning House of Elong¬ 
ated original issues have the Type I coins. Practically all low- 
mintage coins with an average run of fifty Cents and ten Dimes. 
There are some popular issues that were substantially higher. Should 
coins appear in the future from the dies, they will be labled Tpye 
II. Mr. Kantor apparently feels that he does not have time to become 
involved in the elongated hobby or business, so it is doubtful if 
you will be seeing House of Elongated coins in the near future. Un¬ 
less the dies are properly stored, time and rust may wind up com¬ 
pleting the House of Elongateds saga. 

Incidentally, I believe that anyone with $5,000 could repurchase 
the equipment from the Chicago owner. The price includes the largest 
mailing list in the hobby. The names were developed through COINage 
Magazine's advertisers. The House of Elongateds made it a practice 
to include a newsletter which was intended to be informative and al¬ 
so depict available coins in a recognizable format. It is my under¬ 
standing these Newsletters are now collector items. Unlike most bus¬ 
inesses, the House of Elongateds was sold because it became too suc¬ 
cessful. In my position as Director of Advertising for Behn-Miller

Publications (which include COINage, ROCK & GEM, COIN COLLECTORS 
YEARBOOK, OLD TRAILS AND POPULAR BRIDGE) I found that making elong- 
ateds, which was a pleasurable hobby, demanded too much time to keep 
it at that level. 

As I look back at the House of Elongateds I am happy to know 
that I have contributed to our hobby via coin designs, coins and in¬ 
formation. Perhaps someday when I retire I may rejoin the world of 
"rollers”, but that is a long way off. Hopeful, House of Elongateds 
is a fond memory that many of you will retain.

I have an elongated coin with the Logo 
Study Lawsonomy - The Knowledge of Life and 
everything pertaining thereto. An engraving 
showing an aeroplane with #678 at each end of 
wing (with name; Alfred Lawson (in between) 

(under neath plane) 1919 VTSP 1970 World*s 1st 
airliner. 

When I received the elongated coin there 
were four copies of a small tabloid called 
"Benefactor" copy writed 1945 by Alfred Lawson 
in the package, including a reprint of a 1938 
edition. Being busy at the time I just filed 
it in a cabinet with everything. 

While rummageing thru the file one day, I 
came across the tabloids and became curious, 
then decided to read them. I came up with the 
following facts concerning this man who was way 
ahead of the times. 

In December 1912 Alfred Lawson sent a mes¬ 
sage to Congress that was published in the Con¬ 
gressional record in February 1913 (pages 3354- 
3355). It was the first document of its kind in history. William 
Sharp of Ohio, who introduced this message apologized for Mr. Law¬ 
son’s asking for $10,000,000 dollars with which to build an American 
Air Fleet. 

His further efforts to establish an aircraft industry and air¬ 
lines is substantiated by copies of letters in the "Benefactor" from 
Champ Clark Speaker of the House of Representatives dated January 21* 
1913 - from the White House a letter from Secretary to President 
dated January 24, 1913. Also a letter from the Bureau of Navigation 
Navy Department, Secretary of Navy dated January 29, 1913. 

His failure to convince the government did not deter this re¬ 
sourceful man from his goal of starting an air fleet. 

In the year of 1919, Alfred Lawson had his first airliner fly¬ 
ing over New York Harbor on its way to Washington D.C., the Lawson 
C—1 Biplane - 26 passengers.

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THE OLDEST FAIR IK THE NATION by Jack W. Gladfelter TEC #18 

Seven Valleys, Pa. 

The York Inter-State Fair, York, Pennsylvania, had its beginning 
in 1765, 11 years before the nation’s birth, making it the oldest 
Fair in America. 

The Fair was first held in 1765 under a charter signed by Thomas 
Penn, son of William Penn, founder of Pennsylvania. Under that char¬ 
ter, York was granted the privilege "forever hereafter" of holding 
two Fairs in a year, one in the spring and the other in the fall. 

After fifty years, the original series of historic Fairs came 
to an end in 1815. Thirty-six years later, in the year 1351, the 
Fair idea was revived. From that time on, with the exception of two 
years, an annual Fair was held in York. In 1855, it was "deemed in¬ 
expedient" to conduct a Fair in York "in view of the State Agricul¬ 
tural Fair being held in Harrisburg." In 1918, due to the war-time 
and epidemic of influenza, the scheduled Fair was cancelled and the 
fair buildings and grounds were used for hospitalization of those 
afflicted with this dread disease. 

The Fair was held at two locations from its beginning until 1887 
when a farm of seventy-three acres along with subsequent purchases 
of land in West Manchester Township, became the site of the present 
York Inter-State Fair Ground. 

The first Fair was held on the present ground, October 2-5, 1888, 
Today its 120 acre enclosure is a model of permanent fair construc¬ 
tion and maintenance. 'When the fair is not being held the ground is 
used for religious, patriotic, civic and local gatherings. 

As an American History buff, a collector of all sorts of memor¬ 
abilia, including coins, stamps, elongated coins, P.N.Covers, wood 
flats, covers, etc., this historic Fair, held in my own back-yard, 
so to speak, was a natural subject for PNG commemoration. 

I have never made PNG’s for commercial production and while I 
sometimes make as many as five or six of one design, my productions 
are usually unique. I am "just a little guy" so maybe my P.N.C cre¬ 
ations will not mean much to established collectors. To me however, 
these little portraits of history, whether good or valuable to any¬ 
one else or not, are still priceless to me. 

I enjoy making things with my own hands, a little something to 
leave behind, to remember me by. Most probably, my grand-daughter 
will inherit these mementos unless you members of TEG and SPAN or 
someone else believe them to be sufficiently historically valuable 
for a permanent collection or placement in a museum where they will 
be safe from destruction. 

Only a few of each design of the York Fair covers were produced. 
Most have been canceled on the front and back and a number have been 
autographed by the Fair manager. 

When producing the York Fair covers I tried to get the stamps 
which would tie in with the event. This is the first time in history 
that we know of, that a special cancellation was available for the 
Fair. 

The 'White Rose Stamp Club worked with the post office in arrang¬ 
ing for the cancellation. (York City is known as "White Rose City"). 
The Fair manager was most cooperative and provided the admission tic¬ 
kets I inserted in two of the covers. As far as is known, these are 
the only two PNG’s containing the admission tickets. 

The "ticketed" covers were made from official cacheted, size 10 
Fair envelopes. The stamp is the 130 flag over capitol, canceled 
with the fair station cancellation on Sept. 15, 1977.

In addition to the inserted admission ticket, an elongated coin 
commemorating the fair is inserted. The elongated coins were rolled 
at the fair. The identity of the roller is unknown. Only two covers 
of this design were produced. 

Two covers similar to the ticket hearing covers were produced. 
These P.N.C*s carry three 50 Circus stamps, the official fair cancel¬ 
lation and the elongated penny as the numis. 

Continuing with the Fair theme, two monarch size envelopes with 
the Circus stamps. Fair cancellation and elongated cent were also 
produced. An identical cover except for being a standard size 6 en¬ 
velope was made too. One of the monarch covers and the single size 
6 cover has the plate block number included with the strip of three 
Circus stamps.

MY FIRST P.N.C'S by Richard Townsend TEC #365 

Rochester, N.Y. 

After reading our president Sally Kirka's article on making the 
Philatelic Numismatic Covers brought back some memories of my first 
efforts to make my own covers. 

In 1975, I decided that I would incorporate my first elongated 
coin into Philatelic Numismatic Covers and by having them cancelled 
at the A.N.A. Convention in Los Angeles, I would have a nice momento 
of their first issue. 

Now came the part of what would I use for the envelopes to make 
the P.N.Covers? Fortunately, I work for Boise Cascade Company's en¬ 
velope division and that problem was quickly solved when two boxes 
of a special grade bond envelopes were found as an overrun not want¬ 
ed by our cutomer were offered to me. 

Using my x-acto knife, I began experimenting with some cut-outs 
on the envelopes. Now trying to shape the opening to fit the elong¬ 
ated coin was a job, either my hand was too shakey, or I was too ner¬ 
vous, but the results were disastrous. Finally I asked one of our 
foremen at work if he had any objections to cutting some panels for 
me in a slack time and the answer was no. So I got busy and cut some 
cardboard inserts and inserted them into the large envelopes and the 
panels were cut out of about 100 envelopes. For the covering over 
the inserts, I used some sheet protectors purchased at a local store 
and then cut to size to fit. The black inserts were kept too. After 
flattening out the elongated coins, I was now ready. 

After trying out several methods of holding the elongated coins 
in place I found the easiest was a strip of double faced tape on 
back of the elongated coin, then applied against the insert or plas¬ 
tic with a bit of pressure had worked the best. In Los Angeles, 
with the black inserts, I made several "back to back" P.N.Covers, 
utilizing the extra elongated coins, tokens, etc, that I had picked 
up at the A.N.A. convention. Though experience has now broadened my 
efforts, these first covers will always be my favorites. So if I can 
do it, why not you give it a try and see what you can do.

Some time ago I reported to you about my trip to San Fr an cisco 
and how one Sunday morning while strolling on Fisherman’s W ha rf, fa¬ 
mous for its restaurants and tourists, I came upon a roller who was 
rolling souvenir pennies of the Golden Gate Bridge, famous Cable 
Car and the Fisherman’s Wharf (all on a penny) on a beautiful nickel 
plated machine.

The roller was a young man in his twenties was rolling 
"The Lords Prayer" on 1977 pennies on a shiny rolling machine like 
the one I saw in San Francisco. The man wore a chain around his neck 
with an elongated coin about New York and it read, "I'M CRAZY ABOUT" 
below the dotted border and in center an apple draped on the bottom 
with a ribbon. Within the ribbon, the legend "THE BIG APPLE" and 
within the apple several buildings, supposedly the New York skyline. 

I introduced myself as a long time collector of elongated coins 
by showing him my 1978 Tec membership elongated penny and also a 
Statue of Liberty elongated coin, both of which I carry with me all 
the time. I also told him that I have an extensive collection of 
elongated coins. 

The man became intrigued, as he never heard about "TEC" or the 
TEC NEWS, or that there are hundreds of collectors of elongated 
coins. I then asked him if he owned the rolling machine? He told me 
he is working for the Simon Novelty Company, 10 Banta Place, Hacken¬ 
sack, N.J. 07601. (An ad of the Simon Novelty appeared in the Coin 
World, dated April 19, 1978 along side of another ad of Coin Gallery 
of San Francisco. Although the top of the machines appear to be the 
same, the bases are different. The Simon Novelty machine has a short 
but heavy base, while the S.F. Coin Gallery machine is thinner.) 
What is interesting about the two machines is that the Coin Gallery 
of the S.F. machine is brass plated . Another interesting thing, the 
Simon Novelty Company is owned by a Mr. Peter Surlak and the same 
address as the Simon Novelty Co. 

Going back to the roller, I asked him to sell me the "BIG APPLE" 
elongated coin which I bought. I also paid him for several others 
which he mailed to me within a few days. The man's name is Hank 
Gonnella, 100 Manhatten Ave., Union City, Few Jersey 07087.

Early last year I received a letter from Jack Wilcox asking for 
a little help in making a Christmas elongated coin for 1977. Jack 
asked if I could make a sketch of a mail truck to use oh their elon¬ 
gated coin. No problem, or so I thought, just go out look at a mail 
truck and make a sketch. The next day I watched to see what the mail 
truck that comes by the office looks like. That day two trucks came 
by. Each truck was a little different. The next day two more trucks 
and these were different from the first two I saw. I lost count of 
all the different types of trucks. The trucks that deliver to the 
house are different from the ones that come to the office buildings. 

So a quick letter back to New Jersey for more information. I 
thought a photo or something showing the truck that Jack drives 
would be more proper on their elongated coin. 

In a few days I received a magazine picture of a jeep type de¬ 
livery truck. Armed with the picture and my sketch pad I made a 
couple trips down to the Post Office parking lot. I received some 
questionable looks from some mail personel. Maybe they thought I was 
working on something to speed up deliveries. 

Having the sketches done, the next job was to put everything to¬ 
gether. The elongated coin had to be horizontal to get everything 
in. First came the lettering along the top and bottom edges leaving 
room for the border. Next the truck and mailbox were sized and po¬ 
sitioned. the border was put on last. This is made to look like the 
stamp perforations in keeping with the mail theme. 

Three drawings were made, each with a variation of the truck. 
One had ,r U.S. MAIL" on the side window and two with just the postal 
symbol on the side door. To one of these I added the little mailman 
figure that Jack uses on all his correspondense. 

The three drawings were mailed off to Jack and in a few short 
weeks back came a letter with a couple of the finished elongated 
coins. The drawings were made proportional to the final dies so that 
they could be photo engraved directly with out in between steps. 
Even with this I was surprised at how fast Jack got his elongated 
coins. 

Jack offered to send one of his 1977 Christmas elongated coins 
along with my name to anyone sending a self addressed stamped en¬ 
velope.

BIG BEN by Joe Rakaskas TEC $64

When I look over my collection of elongated coins, I study them 
very carefully looking for the chance that I will come across one 
that will arouse my interest to a point I will decide to look for 
information related to that elongated coin. Why? So that I would be 
more knowledgeable. 

An elongated coin rolled by Lloyd E. Wagaman on a half penny of 
Great Britain with logo Big Ben (at top) clock tower (in center) 
London (at bottom). To me it was more than part of my collection. 
It had a tale of history. Some of its history I remembered from the 
studies, other facts I researched. 

Big Ben, a bell weighing 13-J- tons and nine feet wide was suppos¬ 
edly named after Sir Benjamin Hall. He was the first commissioner 
of works when it was hung in the year 1858. 

The name Big Ben came to be associated with the immense West¬ 
minster clock in the Parliment clock tower. The clock was made in 
1854 by Fredrick Dent, clock maker to Queen Victoria. The clock was 
put in service May 31* 1859. The four clock dials are 22i feet in 
diameter. 

The Parliment, the name given in England to the National Assem¬ 
bly, meaning a gathering for discussion from the French word *Par 
(to talk). The name Parliment dates back to the 13th century. The 
houses of Parliment stretch 940 feet along the Thames* west bank 
of the river. The Union Jacks flying from Victoria Tower proclaims 
Parliment in session. 

The hours are struck on the bell by a 400 pound hammer sounding 
the note "E". This historical tale of Big Ben gives the elongated 
coin more prominence. For with the knowledge acquired one can try 
to imagine what life was like in England, going back to years 1854- 
1859.

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HAWAIIAN ELONGATED GOINS by Kazuma Oyaroa TEC #663 

Wahiawa, Hawaii 

The Dottie Dow's "The Elongated Collector" book lists six elong¬ 
ated coins for Hawaii. Although the six elongated coins are of three 
different designs they all have one thing in common - the word is 
"Aloha" and is on all of them. The word Aloha is used as a word of 
welcome and it is also used to say goodbye. There are at least three 
songs that I know of with "Aloha" as the theme. The one I like the 
best spells out Aloha: 

A is for always and forever 

L for the laughter and smiles 

0 is for out in the Pacific where the angels built those isles 

H is for dear old Hawaii, that's where my heart will always be 
and 

A Just means Aloha, and Aloha means I love you. 

The first Hawaiian elongated coin illustrated in Dottie Dow's 
book depicts a statue which is identified only as "Idol of Hawaii." 
However, anyone familier with Hawaiian history will recognize the 
statue as that of King Kamehameha the Great who united the islands 
into a kingdom. The famous statue is located in Honolulu in front 
of the State Judiciary building which is located directly across the 
street from Iolani (e-o-la-nee) Palace, the only authentic royal pal¬ 
ace in the whole United States. The elongated coin also contains the 
words "UA MAU KE EA 0 KA AINA I KA PONO" which was the motto for the 
kingdom of Hawaii. It was adopted as the Hawaii State motto and is 
part of the State Seal. The letters are erroneously grouped on the 
elongated coin. Also the interpretation given in the book is missing 
a key word - perpetuated. The motto should read "The life of the 
land is perpetuated in righteousness." 

The second elongated coin shows a hula dancer - a symbol most 
often associated with Hawaii. Most of the hula skirts used by the 
dancers are made from the leaves of the Ti (pronounced tea) plant r 
botanically known as Cordyline terminalis. The leaves and roots of 
this plant has many other uses, including cooking of Hawaiian foods. 

The third elongated coin is that of "Aloha Tower." This tower 
is located at Honolulu Harbor. At one time this 184 feet high ten 
story building was the tallest building in Honolulu but it is now 
dwarfed by many nearby high-rise buildings. The building houses var¬ 
ious offices of the State's Water Transportation Facilities Division 
and is open to the public. Before the days of the jet air transport 
the "Aloha Tower" was the "beacon" that greeted visitors arriving in 
Honolulu Harbor via steamships. 

King Kamehameha's statue was depicted on a commercially produced 
elongated coin which was sold in Waikiki in 1976. The hula girl was 
also pictured on a Waikiki elongated coin in 1976, but I have never 
seen any "modem" Aloha Tower. In fact I haven't even seen the or¬ 
iginal shown in Dottie Dow's book!

For quite some time, I had taken exception to those of the re¬ 
corded issues of the elongated coins in the Callander-Wagaman Un¬ 
listed Directory. 

I had one piece in my collection and know of six others (which 
I now own) all holed at 12 except one. None had an "A", in U.S.A. 

No. 2 - N.Y.n.y.5: 

I had one piece in my collection and knew of one other (extrem¬ 
ely high priced), both of which had a dotted border. 

No. 3 - ILL-CPIE 41a: 

I could not see why this issue was listed as such, when the Dow 
Book already had a 41a. 

Not wishing to challenge the expertise of two long time collec¬ 
tors, but not knowing for sure whether I had variations of same, or 
if these were a printers error, I finally wrote to Mr. Lloyd E. Wag- 
a man, who incidently is a good mail-friend. His immediate reply was 
in effect that he had only compiled late listings from previous 
NEWS issues. So, I fired off a letter to Mr. Robert Callander, an¬ 
other good friend. 

I have taped his type-written answer, the referred to photo, 
his permission to use all of the same in a TEC NEWS article, to ben¬ 
efit all elongated collectors to the bottom of this article, as 
written to Sally Kirka, Editor. 

As regards to the questions on the Unlisted Directory, I can 
answer the following: 

CAL-xxx6 This description was gotten from a picture sent by another 
collector. See the attached. I was careless in my figuring out the 
detail and thought that the "A" in Army was the "A" in "U.S.A.". 
This was my mistake. 

N.Y.n.y.5 I do not have this piece, but got the description from a 
rubbing which someone sent to me. It was difficult to make out the 
type of border and I must have guessed wrong. 

ILL-CPIE 41a. This is actually a piece which is identical to 41a, 
except for the date being changed to "4". Perhaps a number of 41a-x 
should have been used. 

No, I do not have any objections to your publication of ray cor¬ 
rections to my Unlisted Directory. This will be fine and might help 
other collectors.

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KEWPIES FOREVER by Marie F. Trinny TEC #37 

Yountville, Calif. 

The creator of the Kewpie, Rose O'Neill, was horn in Wilkes 
Barre, Pennsylvania on June 25, 1874. In 1893 she went to the St. 
Regis school in New York for three years, to study drawing and ilus- 
trating. Her folks had moved to the Ozark mountains, approximately 
ten miles from Branson, Missouri where she, after a few years, built 
her own home. 

Rose O'Neill's first Kewpie drawing appeared in the Ladies Home 
Journal in December 1909, and a few years later in the Women's Home 
Companion. Drawings and verses started in the Good Housekeeping Mag¬ 
azine in 1914. The Delineater Magazine produced a short series for 
about six months! 

Dolls were first produced in bisque, in Germany, in 1912 and 
appeared in stores in 1913. Later the Kewpie dolls were made in 
celluloid or composition. Years later some were made of wood fibre 
and some of plaster. In the later years they were made of vinyl. 
There are many imitations and reproductions that are still being now 
produced. 

Rose O'Neill died on April 6, 1944, at the age of 69. Each year 
the International Rose O'Neill Club has its "Kewpiesta", which is 
held in Branson, Missouri, in her memory. The 10th anniversary of 
the Kewpiesta, was held this April. This coming June, the California 
Rose O'Neill Association will hold their convention at the Host In¬ 
ternational Hotel in Sacramento, California. 

The first Kewpie elongated coin was the "Kick-off-Koin", made in 
1977 and shows a Kewpie in a kicking position. These were made on a 
few dimes and cents. This year there are (16) made on silver dimes, 
(29) on clad dimes and 180 on pennies. There were 50 of these pen¬ 
nies that were holed. These holed coins were to be used as jewelry, 
if desired. These elongated coins feature the "Thinker", a Kewpie 
in a sitting position and is a very prominent well known pose of the 
Kewpies. 

Mr. Robert W. Luchtman of Steamboat, Nevada, well known engraver 
engraved the die and rolled the coins for me. Anyone wishing to buy 
the elongated coins, they are a dollar each for an elongated penny 
and the clad dimes are a $1.50 each, plus a stamped self-addressed 
envelope. Only a few of the first elongated Kewpie pennies are left 
also at a $1.00 each. Anyone wishing to send for the coins can do 
so by writing to Mrs. Marie F. Trinny, P. 0.
